The steamer Kaiserin Auguste Vic-' 


torla. on which he sailed from England 
June 10, entered New Tork harbor at 
7 o'clock this morning and was greeted 
by the battleship South Carolina with 
the national salute of twenty-one gruns. 


At 8:30 o'clock Mr. Roosevelt wae 


transferred from the Kaiserin Auguste 
Victoria to the revenue tug Manhattan, 
where he was welcomed by a number 
of personal friends and Captain Archi- 
bald W. Butt, representing President 
Taft 


Shortly after this, he was transferred 


from the Manhattan to the • revenue 
cutter Androscoggln, which 
led the 


water parade that took him up as far 
as Fifty-ninth street. North river, and 
down to the Battery, where he was offi- 
cially welcomed by Mayor Gaynor, of 
New York, at 11 o'clock. 


Big Guns Boom Welcome. 


Bedecked with signal flags and with 


the guns from Fort Wadsworth and 
Fort Hamilton booming out In welcome 
the Kaiserin Auguste Victoria glided 
into quarantine at 7:38 o'clock. 
Im- 


mediately behind the big liner came six 
ships of the navy, the battleship South 
Carolina in the van, while at anchor 
in the roadstead awaitfng her coming 
was the United States dispatch boat 
Dolphin with the secretary of the navy 
on board. The battleship already had 
saluted the returning former president 
at Sandy Hook with twenty-one guns, 
but on coming to anchor alongside the 
liner the South Carolina hoisted long 
strips of pennants and the river craft 
joined in the demonstration with loud 
and 
prolonged 
blasts 
from 
their 


whistles. 


Stands on the Bridge to See. 


Flanked 
by Mrs. Roosevelt, 
his 


daughter, Mrs. 
Nicholas

and his son, Kermit, Theodore Roose-

This Is spoken of today by 
old-timers as Hook and Ladder Com- 
pany No. 1. 
It was on August 7. 1856. that the 


Mechanics' Engine and Hose company 
was organized. Then came the Vigl- 
lants, the Eagles, the Protection, the 
Rescue, the Torrents, the Hope and th< 
Wide-Awakes, the dates of their or 
ganization being In the early periods 
but whether in this order of not can 
not be here stated with accuracy. 


In 1S67 the city purchased a second- 


hand steam fire engine and a hose reel, 
paying $3.000 for them. The engine 
was called the Vigilant. In September 
of that year the Vigilant Engine and 
Hose company was organized, immedi- 
ately taking possession of the Vigilant 
engine and hose reel. In IS74 the Vigi- 
l.-ints and Torrents united, being an in- 
dependent company, and the Mechanics 
wore reinstated and became active in 
city service. 


The paid fire department of the city 


was established in 1SS1, and the old 
volunteer organizations, which the pre- 
vious ones had been, passed out of ex- 
istence. 
The first chief of this paid 


department was Henry Hilbrecht. He 
has served as such continuously since.

Some Pioneer Companies. 


The Anthony Wayne Fire company 


was organized in 1841. It was a vol- 
unteer association. The members re- 
ceived no pay. but, by a special act of 
the legislature, they were exempted 
from working on the roads and serv- 
ing on juries in the courts. 
The company's apparatus consisted 


of a Jeffries galley engine, with side 
brakes, and a two-wheel 
hose 
cart. 


They cost $587. The company also had 
BOO feet of leather-riveted hose. Thus 
equipped. Fort Wayne citizens thought 
they were fortunately fixed for the 
fighting of fires. 
And they Were, for the city—town it 


was then—had only a population of 
about 1.200. Some towns of that size 
now with all the progress there has 
been in fire-fighting methods, haven't 
'any better equipment than we had 


The engine house was located on the 


east side of Clinton street, north of 
Main at first, and afterward in the old 
market house on the north end ot tho 
market space on Barr street.

When the fire bell rung everybody 


•ushed to the fire, men, women and 
children, and everybody was expected 
.0 take a hand in helping put it out 
and saving the household goods or 
other property. Not to do so stamped 
one as an unpatriotic citizen. 


Insurance on personal property and 


buildings was nothing near as general 
as it is now. If it ivas a business es- 
tablishment the merchandise must be 
carried out into the street. If it was 
a dwelling, the household goods must 
be saved in the same manner and the 
way this was done would set the fire- 
men of today crazy. 


Men and boys would rush into the 


house, pick up any article that tho\ 
came across and rush out into the 
street with it. 
In their excitement 


furniture would be thrown from a sec- 
ond story window, while, perhaps, hed- 
tlcks, clothing, etc.. would be carefulli 
carried down stairs and then to safeti. 
in the open air. 
Nobody was exempt from pumping 


he engine. The lire captain had the 
ight to compel service of this kind, 
'he real fact was that at these old- 
ime fires everybody was a fireman, 
low different today when everybody 
tands idly by and simply looks at the 
ire laddies do the work.

And in this connection another in- 


teresting fact can be mentioned. Mr. 
Heltwlnkle. as has been stated, Is the 
oldest volunteer fireman now living. 
His son-in-law. Michael Conners, with 
whom he makes his home. Is the old- 
est member of the Fort Wayne fire de- 
partment. He has served continuously 
on the force for forty-five years and Is 
now captain of engine house No. 2. 


In giving a list of the surviving old 


firemen the name of Mr. Heitwinkle 
is put with the Hermans. 
He became 


a member of that company after tho 
Anthony Waynes had disbanded, re- 
maining with the Hermans, however, 
for only a few years. 


Began as a Torch Boy. 


John G. Strodel. for years engagej 


In business on Harrison street, now re- 
tired and residing at fiCS Third street, 
is one of the surviving veterans of tVn 
Hermans. 
He began his connection 


with that company as a torch boy in 
1S61, and later was active as one of 
the all-around members. He was with 
the volunteer 
department for over 


twenty years and rose to the position 
of assistant chief, resigning when Chief 
Vogel retired. 


The Hermans, he says, derived Its 


name from an old German soldier, who 
in years long gone by fought against 
the Romans, one of the bravest gen- 
erals in German history. 
The Her- 


mans, he thinks, was the first volun- 
teer fire company with an engine that 
Fort Wayne had. 


Regarding the Alerts, Mr. Strodel 


says it wa.s organized on August 10, 
1856, 
as an engine company and three 


years after, having sold their fire en- 
gine to Columbia City, the company 
became a hook and ladder company, 
being known as No. 1. Columbia, City 
yet has the old fire engine that, was 
sold to the corporation by Fort Wayne 
In those early years. 
The Department Today. 


The fire department of the city today 


numbers seventy-seven men, all paid 
employes. They give their full time to 
the city, ready at a moment's notice to 
respond to call, spending the greater 
portion of thfiir hours, day and night, 
at thfiir respective engine houses. 


There are eight fire engine houses, 


located In different parts of the city, 
each with its fire engines and hosfi 
carts. Besides these there are hook anj 
ladder wagons. Horses arc used for 
all of them. In the old times engines, 
hose carts, and hook and ladder wa- 
gons were drawn to the fires by the 
men. 
The city fire department last year 


cost us about J77.350. Of this amount 
$85.700 was the pay received by the 
men. 
The monthly pay roll amounts to 


JS.47B. The department this year will 
probably cost Ihe city more than the 
above amount, there having been quit-? 
an amount of new equipment bought. 


The city has a splendid fire protec- 


tion today, equal to that or any city 
of its size. It Is efficiently officered 
Henry Hilbrecht, Its chief, has served 
as such for twenty-eight years. Be- 
fore that he was in the ranks and hal 
been one of the old time volunteer fire- 
men. All the captains are firemen wtvil 
have been In the service for yfnrs. Thl? 
1» also true of msny of the other men 
on tho force. 
Hosts at the Convention. 


' The volunteer fire department of the 
Fort Wayne Electric works will be 
hosts to the guests on the day of the 
convention of the Northeastern Fire- 
men's association. Its members have 
been active In the arrangements for 
the occasion nnd arc pushing them 
with vigor that will bring success. 
Tho convention will be a grand affair 
and will bring to the c-ity a great crowd 
of people. 
The fire dopr.rtment of the Fort 


Wayne Electric company was organ- 
ized" in 18<ir> by E. A. Barnes, the super- 
intendent ,-it tho. works, with the as- 
sistance of some of the factory foro- 
mcn and others who had experience In 
that line. Mr. Barnes is chief of thi 
company. 
It then numbered twelve 


men 
It now has twenty-eight men. I 


is intended inside of the next elghteei 
months to put in a modern system o 
call boxes, ftro alarms, etc.. and hav 
a force of at least fifty firemen. Ir 


stress or business, been compelled to 
leave the active management of th-i 
same to bis lieutenants, at tho same 
time ho keeps his eye on the situation 
generally and Is always In close touch 
with their efficiency and other matters 
pertaining to fire department questions.

San Francisco 
prize fight. Referees time and again 
have been openly charged with sell- 
Ing decisions and the fact became a 
proverb In flstlana. that In California 
no "native son" could lose a. fight. So 
true was this that California became 
as distinctly noted for the race of 
pugilists she hred as for tha products 
«f her wortd-famod racing farms. The 
whole business has had a bad odor, yet 
California, has continued In the dis- 
graced and disgracing business after 
all other states had put the game un- 
der the ban. In Nevada alone, where 
come thirteen years ago a legislative 
act not since repealed was specially 
purchased to enable two great pugilists 
to get at each other, can a finish fight 
be legally promoted and carried out.

RETIRING JUSTICE MOODY. 


It Is altogether probable that before 


the present session of congress has ad- 
journed a law will have been passed 
and signed by the president providing 
for 
the 
retirement of William 
H. 


Moody, an associate Justice of the fed- 
eral supreme court. 
Justice Moody 


has been on that high bench but a little 
while and cannot be retired under the 
law, which makes provision for one 
who has served ten years or has 
reached the age of seventy. 
So it Is 


that a, special enabling act is necessary 
before the junior of the two Justices 
from 
Massachusetts 
can 
leave, the 


bench on full pay- It is highly desir- 
able that Justice Moody retire. 
His 


health is so completely broken that for 
upwards of a year he. has been unable 
to sit with his associates. Great con- 
atltutlonal Issues of far-reaching con- 
•equenceg to the people and to the cor- 
porate business of the country are 
pending before the court. 
There al- 


ready Is one vacancy, which arose from 
the denth of Justice Brewer, ,and Jus- 
tice Moorly's , incapacitation amounts 
practically to another. 


There Is one precedent ,for such ac- 


tion as has been .Initiated In behalf of 
Justice Moody. In ,1882 Justice Ward 
Hunt, of .New York, was permitted to 
retire under special ,act of congress. 
He had been appointed an associate 
Justice In 1873, and af.ter flve years- 
service suffered a stroke ,of paralysis, 
which, rendered him unable to per- 
form his duties for four years. He had 
not reached,the age limit and could not 
retire .under the law. In this situation 
a special act ,-was passed under which 
he retired with lull ,J>ay and his suc- 
cessor was appointed. 
Justice Moody 


was appointed by Mr. Roosevelt De- 
cember 8, 1906, having been a. member 
of the Roosevelt cabinet as attorney 
general. He was .born at Newbury 
Mass., In December, ,1853, Is a. gradu- 
ate of Harvard and ;iwaa a member o 
congress prior to becoming secretary 
of the navy, under President Roosevelt 
which place he vacated to become at- 
torney general. 
, 


It would eeem highly desirable to 


get Mr. Moody out of the ,rway so,thai 
the president may appoint his succes- 
sor In time for Immediate .qualification 
The situation on the bench Is peculiai 
at this time, t Governor Hughes, ot 
New York. ,named to succeed the late 
Justice Brewer, wants to hold on to 
the end of his gubernatorial term, which

We want to 


teach our children so they will know,

The first refers to governmental regu- 
lation of health, the second to professional or institu- 
tional care, the third to the private life of the individ- 
ual and the family. 


The protection offered by a etfy's health board Is 


greater and more important than the protection of the 
police and fire departments. Few citizens realize this. 
Much as is done by these boards, thero is enormous 
room for improvement, both in making regulations 
.and enforcing them by the aid of a more enlightened 
public opinion. The menace from spitting and that 
from air vitiation by smoke are cases in point. Prime 
air is enjoyed by only a small fraction of our country- 
men. The transmission of disease by Insects needs to 
be checked. 
A constant cause of mortality among 


infants Is an impure milk supply. The same danger 
exists in other dairy products—cream, butter, cheese 
and ice cream.

As much as 75 
per cent of tuberculosis should not'exist: At least SO 
per cent of the other less prominent diseases might 
be prevented. Altogether over 40 per cent of deaths 
are premature. The condition, then, is seen to be one 
demanding grave attention. With one-thirtieth of the 
population of the country on the sick list and at least 
another thirtieth handicapped and burdened by this 
invatidism, the loss to national efficiency assumes an 
astonishing proportion.

To make a. dinner table look attrac- 


tive attention must be given to its dec- 
oration. ^For example, in the middle 
of the table there should be a pot of 
flowers or cut blossoms, and radiating 
from the center at four corners, there 
should be candlesticks, glass or silver. 
About the center may be laid any large 
failed silver spoons as ornaments, and 
four small dishes, glass or silver. In 
one dish there should be jelly, in two 
others, candies and salted nuts, and 
pickles in the fourth. 
One of these 


dishes should be placed between two 
candlesticks, only forther 
from 
the 


middle. These are left throughout the 
meal, except that the jelly and pickles 
are removed when the c r u m b s a r e 
wiped from the cloth: that Is. before 
dessert is served. 


No more than three forks are put at j 


one place 
nowadays, others 
being 


brought in afterward if extra courses 
require them. A fork and spoon are 
u»ed with dessert and plates for each 
person are 
arranged 
before 
being 


brought from the 
pantry. A small 


doilie is pu.t on each dessert plate and 
on that Is the finger bowl, also In a 
little plate. The latter should match 
the bowl. A second doilie should be 
placed between the bowl nr.d its plate 
A fork and spoon should be placed on 
each dessert plate, the silver resting 
on the margin. The fork should be 
on the left and the spoon on the right 
side, the handles pointing toward the 


person who will use them. When this 
plate is set on the table the guest re- 
moves the fork and spoon, putting one 
either side of the plate. 
She then takes the finger bowl, its 


plate and the doilie under and places 
them a little to the left in front of the 
dessert plate, which is thus left ready 
for the sweet when the maid brings it. 


When that course is finished the 


maid takes off the plates used and 
puts the nnser bowl plates in their 
proper places before each guest This 
serving of dessert plates Is the most 
complicated part of a dinner for an 
inexperienced maid. 


Candles are not passed 
about the 


table till the finger bowl plates are ia 
front of each guest after dessert. The 
guest raises the bowl, pu^s It a little 
in front/thus leaving the plate empty 
for the candies. If coffee is served at 
the table it is brought while the can- 
dies are being eaten. 


A. serving plate is used at each plate, 


which means that the maid, when she 
removes a plate 
used, has a clean, 


empty one in her right hand, which 
she immediately slips into place. When 
plates for the next course are brought 
the empty one Is taken up. In this 
way places before persons at the table 
are never without a plat*.

more as they will bet, to be placed by June 15. 
I am ready to put up the entire $10,000 now. 
First come first served. I give preference in 
this challenge to Frank P. Slavin, of Australia, 
as he and his backers hav.e done the greatest 
amount of blowing. My second preference is 
that bombastic sprinter, Charles Mitchell, - of 
England, whom I would rather whip than any 
man in the world. My tbii'd preference is 
James J. Corbett, of America, who has uttered 
his share of bombast. But in this challenge I 
include all fighters.

ern this contest, as I want fighting, not foot 
racing, and I intend keeping the championship 
of the world.

. . I WILL never challenge Sullivan." This remark 
• •I was made by James J. Corbett to a party of 


I friends in Chicago just before Christmas, 1891. 
I Corbet had come Bast with the idea of making 


a theatrical engagement and at the time had not 


fully determined to enter pugilism as a career. He 
had been talking of his encounter In the previous May 
with Peter Jackson—a battle that, in spite of the "No 
contest" decision, had stamped Corbett as a fighter 
far above the ordinary calibre. 


Since then some have been heard to say that Cor- 


bett won his reputation from none but old and de- 
crepit men. Yet it should be remembered that it was 
after his fight with Corbett that Peter Jackson went 
to England and from Frank Slavin won the most sen- 
sational fight of his entire career. 


When he entered the ring with Corbett. Jackson, the 


greatest of all negro pugilists, had a bad ankle. But 
Corbett also suffered under a severe handicap. He 
bad been ill and was ill when he entered the ring. 
More' than once during the fight he received medical 
treatment. Yet had he not been restrained it is cer- 
tain he would have knocked out Jackson. 
"Billy" Del.incy, the foxiest ring general that ever 


developed a pugilist, knew that a draw with Jackson 
was sufficient glory for Corbett. in whose corner he 
was. and he refused to permit his principal, even when 
Jackson was so leg weary that he could hardly stand, 
to take chances in an exchange of heavy blows. 


Corbett always liked John L. Sullivan and to this 


day speaks of him as one of the world's greatest pugil- 
ists—a harder hitter, in Corbett.'s opinion, than either 
FItzslmmons or Jeffries. Continuing his conversation 
with bis friends in Chicago the young pugilist said:— 


•"Yes 1 think I can bent. Sullivan, but if he waits 


for me'to challenge him he can retain the champion- 
ship for life 
Should he lose the title I will bo an im- 


mediate challenger. The only way to bring Sullivan 
and me together Is to persuade him to make the first 
move. If he does that he will find me ready nnd wait- 
Ing for him." 
This conversation, considerably emphasized 
nnd 


"much distorted, was repeated to Sullivan, and finally 
brought forth the sweeping challenge to the world that 
is here quoted. An attempt had been made to side- 
track Sullivan and to regard him as a retired cham- 
pion 
This Injured his theatrical business nnd hurt 


his pride 
It should be said for Sullivan that ho far 


underestimated Corbetfs powers. He regarded him 
as a clever boy without ability to put force behind 
his blows. 
"Corbett can't, punch a hole through a pound of but- 


ter " was one of Sullivan's favorite remarks. It is not 
on record that he ever uttered it after his fight with 
Corbett in New Orleans. 
James J Corbett had flashed across the pugilistic 


horizon like a meteor. Though in California he was 
regarded as the greatest of all amateurs, little was 
known of him in the East until he.met Jake Kllraln 
in six rounds In New Orleans in 1890. Ktlrnin had 
been whipped by the mighty Sullivan after a tre- 
mendous battle. The idea of an unknown .beating 
him was considered absurd. 
Yet Corbett stepped 


into the ring and from the first sound of the bell 
made Kllraln look like a novice. He went through 
the six rounds without, a mark on him, while KII- 
rain crawled through tho ropes cut and bleeding as 
the result of a .score of bruising blows. 
Corbett was ever a student of pugilism. From his 


•earliest encounters as a schoolboy he made every fight 
answer the purpose of a lesson. He was always ready 
to put on the gloves with nmateur or professional. 
When he found a man with a blow that was new to 
him Corbett made a-study of the blow, improved upon 
It and appropriated it to his own use. So It happened 
that when Sullivan visited San Francisco in June, 
1891 Corbefct eagerly accepted the suggestion that he 
and the champion should appear in a mimic bout at 
the Grand Opera House. 
The two men appeared before a tremendous crowd. 


Instead of wearing ring costumes, the two pugilists 
were in evening dress. Not a hard blow was struck 
nnd not an attempt was made by either to break the 
agreement Yet it was n try-out of the champion and 
for the benefit of Corbett. 
. 
Just before the close of the sixth round in that mimic 


encounter Corbett, feinting, fiddling and swinging his 
heavy covered fists, drew Sullivan into_ a mix-up, 
blocked a blow and raised his right arm, holding 
himself poised nsaf about to sling a right upper cut 
to Sullivan's face. The opening was there and Cor- 
bett saw it, made mental note of it and long after- 
ward repeated the operation, though the second time 
he failed to withhold his fist and swung the blow flush 
to Sullivan's face, to the undoing of the Boston man. 


The articles of agreement for the first championship 


battle under Queeusberry rules were entered into 
without any of the quarrelling and bickering that have 
marked the agreements of more recent years, bach 
man was anxious for the*contest; neither desired an 
advantage for himself, and each was willing to meet 
the other half way in concessions. The result wa^the 
agreement for the great .battle before the Olympic

Sullivan, thor- 
oughly enraged, rushed; Corbett sidestepped, then 
dodged in close and, just as the round closed, dealt 
the champion a blow on the right ear that came near 
sending him to the mat. This was the hardest blow 
struck by Corbett thus far in the fight, but It did not 
seem to bother Sullivan In the least. He went to his 
corner smiling in derision, and in a voice that could 
be heard throughout the entire arena grumbled his 
complaint that Corbett would not stand up and fight 
like a man.

hours In the open air. 


Odds of 4 to 1 against Corbett were freely offered 


when the two men pushed their way through the great 
throng and entered the ring of the Olympic Club. Even 
at these almost prohibitive ficitres Sullivan money 
was urgent nnd plentiful, white the backers of Cor- 
bett were shy. 
Of all the thousands of men who 


packed the club house that evening Corbett unques- 
tionably was the one alone absolutely confident of his 
own victory.

John L. Sullivan was the originator of the fighting 


face. In his hundreds of ring contests he bad fright- 
ened his opponents bytbe ferocity of his appearance. 
More than one fight had been won by him before a 
blow was struck. Yet Sullivan was puzzled by the 
demeanor of Corbett while the preliminaries of the 
battle were being arranged in the ring. In Sullivan's 
corner were Jack McAullffe, premier lightweight of all 
time; Joe Lannon, Phil Casey and Charlie Johnson. 
Behind Corbett were Billy Delaney, Mike Donovan, 
Jim Daly and John Donaldson. 


Corbett stopped and joked •vsitb his seconds after 


crawling through the ropes, and then stepped jauntily 
over to Sullivan, paying not the slightest heed to the 
heavy scowl that darkened the champion's visage. He 
gripped his opponent's huge fist, gave it a hearty 
squeeze and told Sullivan he was glad to see him: 
Then be went prancing away, jumping from one foot 
to another like a schoolgirl—he was testing the floor 
of the ring to flnij any possible weakness that might 
be developed. His coolness was a revelation even to 
his most intimate "friends. The experience was new 
to John L. and it may have had the effect Corbett de- 
sired upon the giant title holder. 


When the two njen came together to receive In- 


structions from John Duffy, the offical referee, Cor- 
bett stood nonchalantly shoulder to shoulder with 
Sullivan. He looked an ideal Greek athlete compared 
with n heavy muscled Roman gladiator. 


Sullivan began to explain his understanding of the 


rules, and his deep voice rumbled from his lips; Cor- 
bett. stepped away to shake hands with a friend at 
the ringside. Sullivan stopped in disgust, showing he 
had been making another effort to discourage his 
opponent. 


There was a hush through the building as the gong 


clanged, a little after nine o'clock, and brought the 
two men together. Sullivan rushed, and as he ap- 
proached Corbett he swung his left, which Corbett 
ducked under and hopped away just in time tte escape 
•a vigorous right intended for the jaw. Sullivan was 
carried almost off his balance, but he steadied hlra- 


. self by catching the rope with his left hand. 


Again he plunged toward Corbett, swinging right 


and left, while the crowd was Inclined to jeer Corbett 
for his evasive tactics. Rush after rush was made 
by the champion. Again and again he swung his tre- 


. mendous right, followed by his no less tremendous left. 


It seemed that Sullivan expected the- jeers of the 
crowd would compel Corbett to halt and exchange 
blows with him. But. the round ended without a blow 
having landed. Corbett had been content to let his 
adversary extend himself and develop his fightlpg 
blow* while he In turn made absolutely no effort to 
inflict punishment 
As the round ended the Jeers 


changed to prolonged applause, though It was difficult 
to tell whether the cheering was for Sullivan's earnest- 
ness or Corbetfs skill In avoiding danger. 


The second round found Sullivan again aggressive. 


He rushed two-thirds across the ring and swung his 
left for Corbetfs face. He missed his target by 
eighteen Inches. Tho champion then worked Corbett 
into a corner and succeeded in landing the first blow 
of the fight—a glancing right on the jaw. 


Then came a clinch 2nd the fir.-<t great surprise of 


the battle. SuP'.T.in's adn.irers had been waiting for 
this moment .-ud expected to see the champion crush 
his less robust adversary In hi» great arms almost 
as he might crush an eggshell in his brawny fist. 


Instead, Corbett caught Sullivan by the forearms, 


pinioning them In such a manner that he was unable 
to do the slightest bit of damage. Sullivan in turn 
leaned against Corbett, straining to break the em- 
brace, intending to force home a heavy body blow as 
they-separated. 
Then came the second surprise of tho fight. Cor- 


bett made a quick shift 
His forearm went, across 


Sullivan's throat and the champion's head was forced 
back until he was compelled to break the clinch and 
give ground. His throat was constricted and before 
he could catch his breath Corbett had swung him 
around against the ropes and was posing unharmed 
in the middle of the ring. 
Almost bellowing with rage. Sullivan charged back 


from the corner, and Corbett for the first time made 
an aggressive move. Sullivan swung out his mighty 
right fist. Corbett stepped deft.lv aside, shifted and 
brought his left with his full weight behind it flush on 
John L.'s mouth. The mighty Sullivan was shaken 
from head to toe. Enraged beyond power of endurance, 
he charged after Corbett, driving him around the 
ring, swinging first left and then right, delivering 
blows that had any of them landed upon a vital spot, 
would have ended the battle then. Corbett. with a 
smile of derision, dodged here and there, lightly thrust- 
ing aside one blow, dodging inside of another, and 
finally, just before the hell sent them to their corners, 
drove his own left fairly, into the pit of Sullivan's 
stomach, the force of the blow being heard throughout 
the arena. 
The challenger's friends were jubilant. Sullivan s 


backers, a. trifle nonplussed, were still confident 'that 
the champion finally would succeed in landing one of 
his well meant blows. The odds had shortened. Cer- 
bett's friends were taking 3 to 1 and were ready with 
more money than at. any .time previous to the battle. 


Sullivan Ponders. 


Sullivan came up for the third round wearing a look 


of sobered determination. 
He did not plunge after 


.Corbett as he had in the two previous rounds. 
He 


walked steadily after his lithe opponent, attempting 
to feint him into a lead. Sullivan led his right and it 
whistled by Corbetfs ear like a rifle ball. There was 
a short clinch and Sullivan attempted a left as they 
broke away. Corhett merely drew bank his chin, per- 
' rnitting the blow to brush his check as it passed by. 


Corbetfs footwork at this moment was marvel- 


lous. 
He was weaving in and out, with his lists 


swinging at his sides, making little attempt at parry- 
ing or countering. Sullivan found it absolutely im- 
possible to land a blow upon him. Corbett finally 
halted in his waltz, stepped suddenly forward and 
swung "his left full to the champion's stomach. Sul- 
livan made a wide sweep with his right arm in re- 
sponse and brought up against the ropes, only to see 
Corbett five feet away, smiling at him in derision. As 
Sullivan faced around Corbett edged closer to him, 
for a moment feinted .wildly and then stepped closely 
in and swung right and left to Sullivan's face. 


The champion was somewhat distressed and was 


angered thoroughly. He pawed Corbett with his left 
hand and then shot out a vicious right which for a 
fraction of a second seemed destined to find Its proper 
target. Corbett ducked and the blow brushed his hair. 
Corhett danced away, the smile gone from his face, as 
he realized how close he had been to annihilation. 


Returning to his former tactics, Sullivan opened the 


fourth round with a wild rush. He hurled his great 
bulk at Corbett time and again and kept the chal- 
lenger on the run to avoid his blows. Several times 
Corbett seemed to be In grave danger, but on each oc- 
casion succeeded in worming his way out of the corner 
into which he had been forced. 
Finally Sullivan 


caught, him against the ropes, swung, missed and 
clinched, holding Corbett with his left. 


Sullivan's ponderous right then swung through the 


This complaint of Sullivan's so irritated Corbett that 


sis he cnme up for the next round he made a complete 
change of method. Standing toe to toe with Sullivan, 
he swapped blows until he was taught the folly of 
this system by n jarring left that thoroughly shook 
him up. Corbett fell into a clinch, again caught Sulli- 
van by the arms to save himself from Injury, then 
threw his forearm up and across the champion's wind- 
pipe, forcing Sullivan from his balance so that he was 
unable to settle himself for a punch. 


Both men lost their temper at this point and the 


best, fighting of the contest was seen. Sullivan rushed 
In with a right swing. Corbett moved his head just 
far enough to allow the blow .to pass, then with a 
spring like that, of a panther he went forward and 
feinted Sullivan into tho same position that he had 
compelled him to occupy In their try-out fifteen months 
earlier in San Francisco and then swung a heavy right 
that caught Sullivan flush on the point of the nose, 
damaging that feature to Such an extent that it was 
puffed and sore during the remainder of the fight. 


Sullivan lost all sense of distance, and though be' 


fought back with all of his old time energy Corbett 
merely laughed at him, avoiding his blows and send- 
ing in smash after smash without once missing the 
target for which he aimed. Sullivan was tired and of 
gory appearance nnd was glad of the opportunity to 
clinch to save himself from the bombardment which 
be little understood. 


It was at this point that those who had bet on 


Sullivan attempted to save themselves from loss by 
hedging their bets, offering even money that Corbett 
would win. His seconds sent Sullivan up for the sixth 
round so much freshened that his friends again took 
heart, and odds of 7 to 5 were offered that he would 
retain the championship. 


During the sixth round Corbett contented himself 


with a plan of campaign that, seemed intended merely 
to annoy Sullivan and compel him to work himself into 
fatigue. 


Corbfttt gave evidence that it was his intention to 


so change his fighting methods with each round that, 
the big fellow could not tell what to expect} As round 
seven opened he sprang forward and met Sullivan 
more than half way across the ring. Standing close, 
he drove in a short arm left to the stomach and then 
brought his right up to Sullivan's chin. 
Sullivan 


swung his left, which barely touched Corhett's chest. 
Corbett, returned with two rights and a loft to the 
champion's face, again damaging Sullivan's nose. 


Corbett sprang back; then weaving in again he 


planted a hard right to Sullivan's heaving stomach. 
The champion's arms dropped to his sides, and Cor- 
hett, taking advantage., scored repeatedly with both 
hands, hitting Sullivan almost at will. 


Step by step the absolutely defenceless Sullivan 


was forced back to the ropes, where Corbett, rak- 
ing deliberate aim, put his entire weight behind a 
right that drove hard between the champion's eyes. 
Sullivan's head bent far back and his knees sagged. 
He looked like a whipped man, and (he crowd of eight 
thousand fight fans were on their foot calling for the 
finish. 
A knockout might have occurred had the 


round been a minute longer, hut the bell came to Sul- 
livan's rescue and lie staggered to his corner a sorry 
looking champion indeed. 


Nevertheless the minute of rest did Suliivnn much 


good. He came back freshened, and in the early part 
of the eighth round did the best, work that he had ac- 
complished. 
Corbett was forced into clinches, and 


Sullivan complained to Duffy that he was being fouled 
by Corbett, who continually forced himself out of the 
clinch by throwing his forearm across Sullivan's 
throat completely shutting off the champion's wind. 
Suliivnn was much distressed by this trick, which 
was new to him, and attempted fighting at long range. 
In that, he was thoroughly outpoiuted. Corbett was 
glad to stand off and shoot his left through to the 
face. 


Sullivan's features were distorted, his cheeks puffod 


and his eyes blackened. Corbett seemed to have just 
got down to his work. His movements were as perfect 
as those of a steam engine.

Back came Sullivan with another charge, 


and Corbett. suddenly stopping his retreat, stepped 
forward and threw his full weight into a right that „ 
was followed by n smacking left. Both blows reached 
Sullivan's face, doing much damage. Again Corbett 
took up his weaving stride, swinging his fists down by 
h's hip* throwing his head first to one side and then 
i'.V the other, almost at will hammering in blow'after , 
blow to the challenger's stomach. Sullivan was dis- 
rcmrn"ed and his friends could not help realizing that, 
barring an accident, he was a beaten man. 
His 


shoulders slunk and his breast heaved as he stumbled 
to his corner at the sound of the welcome bell. 


Corbett was fighting too logical a battle to give 1.0 


'his opponent an opportunity to take advantage of an 
accident. Many expected him to rush hi at the opening 
of the sixteenth round for a knockout. 
Instead of 


• doing that, he kept out of range of Sullivan's fists and 
made the champion's face the target for his volley of 
rapid fire lefts. Sullivan was so completely tired that 
he threw out both arms and fell Into a cllnch,to avoid 
the blows that rained upon him, and as the round 
closed odds of 2 to 1 that Corbett would win found 
no takers. 
In the seventeenth round Corbett was still resting, 


his face yet unmarked nnd his hair not ruffled; not a 
red spot on bis body to show where the champion had 
landed. He was going with al! of his strength and all 
his speed, yet he was still content to make Sullivan 
the receiver general for all punishment, keeping him- 
self the while out of possible reach of Sullivan's fists. 
Sullivan finally fell forward, and, as he came to a 
clinch gave Corbett a half arm jolt in the neck. This 
apparently dazed Corbett for a few seconds, and as 
they separated Sullivan was able to land a right and 
left, hut was too weak and too wild to do much dam- 
age, and his opportunity was lost 
_^ 


Nearing the End. "''"""''r-'. " 


Coming np for the eighteenth round Corbett stood 
• 
as if ready to swap blows with Sullivan, but as a heavy 
swing came over he ducked beneath it nnd while 
crouching swung forward with a tremendous left that 
sank far into Sullivan's flabby stomach. The cham- 
pion gasped with pain nnd astonishment, and befor* 
he could recover Corbett swung his left upward and 
again flattened Sullivan's nose. With a quick move- 
ment he then drove bis right to Sullivan's ribs and as 
the champion's guard fell shot two hard lefts flush to 
tho fare. 


Corbel I, was now playing for the knockout. H« 


stepped forward and twice in succession jarrffl Sulli- 
van's head hack between his shrniUlBrH, Again it was 
apparent that the hell saved Sullivan from defeat 
A tremendous right crashed against his neck just as 
the bell sounded. aiJd his seconds' worked industriously 
over him to send him forward for the nineteenth 
round in as good shape as possible. 


Corbett now saw victory close at. hand, and in the 


nineteenth round marie no other attempt than to keep 
Sullivan so tired that, he could not regain his stamina 
and speed. Ho made no move, to knock the big fellow 
out, but sent, in half a dozen hard left jabs to the face. 


The: twentieth round found Sullivan almost in a 


collapse. Two or three tremendous swings, however, 
showed that he still possessed power to laud a knock- 
out blow if lie could bring it home. Corbett stood 
hack out. of danger nnd lashed out with his right, 
catching Sullivan repealx-dly on the jaw. 
Finally 


the old fellow's knees gave way. his bauds fell to his 
sides, his eyes glazed nnd he stood waiting for the 
blow that would send him to the floor a defeated 
man. Corbett. poised ready to land that blow, but was 
disturbed by the clanging of the gong that gave to the 
champion another and what proved to be his last 
moment of glory. 


Sullivan came up for the twenty-first round still 


dazed and tired. His logs wabbled nnd refused to 
support, him. Corbett ns strong and active as when . 
the fight opened, sprang upon him and caught him full 
in the mouth with a tremendous right drive. This 
was followed by a left, another right and a second 
left. 
Corbett. was now fighting as Sullivan would 


have had him fight when the battle opened. He was 
standing before his antagonist regardless of any pun- 
ishment he might himself receive and was working 
his arms like piston rods. 


Sullivan reeled, caught at the rope with one hand 


nnd spread his legs to brace himself. Corbett, caught 
him on the point of the jaw with a right swing and 
then restrained his left mercifully, waiting for Sullivan 
to drop from exhaustion. There was still a spark 
of strength left in the older man's body, however, and 
he refused to fall. 


Corbett again threw his right, fist forward with 


just sufficient, force behind it, to drive Sullivan from 
his balance. The big fellow was not knocked out but 
he sank forward to (lie floor of the ring. He struck 
the mat on his left side, then rolled over on his face. 
.Tack MrAiiliffe from his corner showered ice cold 
waler upon him from a sponge. 


The mighty Sullivan placed the palms of his hands 


on the floor and attempted to raise himself. He suc- 
ceeded in lifting his body a few inches and then 
lurched forward as the referee counted the fateful 
ton. 


The referee wnvod his hands in the air and then 


patted Corbett on the shoulder to show that the 
championship had passed into nnw hands. 
The 


youngster walked forward and attempted to help 
Sullivan's seconds to carry him to his corner. 
His 


face wore a look of sympathy for the man he had 
beaten. Filled with the elation of victory, he was still 
sorry for Sullivan and made his sympathy known with 
:l word of condolence. 


Sullivan, heartbroken and dejected, sat in his 


corner until the demonstration had somewhat spent 
itself; then, rising and supporting himself by the top- 
most rope, fared the crowd.. For a moment he could 
not control his voice. Then, swallowing a sob, he 
said:— 
"[ tried once too often. I am glad that the cham- 


pionship remains,in America." 


Again the cheering was taken up, aYid fully ns many 


then' followed the defeated Sullivan to his quarters 
cheering for him as chased after the new champion, 
giving him their plaudits for his prowess and suc- 
cess. 


Not only had a new championship been established, 


but. n new school of pugilism had been set up in the 
world. Queensberry rules had been substituted for all 
time for the old London prize ring rules. 
Science, 


Intelligence and speed had been called upon to form 
tho champion capable of defeating the greatest of all 
representatives of muscle and brawn. 
Sullivan, the 


most popular pugilist, who ever wore a glove and the 
greatest of all Hghicrs In the. London prize, ring, had 
lost: his laurels to Cnrbc.u. the greatest and most sci- 
entific, boxer the world has produced. It may perhaps 
be said in truth for Corbett that he took to the prize 
ring tho best intellect that institution ever ha* 
know"

The majority of farmers allow their 
clover to get too ripe before they 
begin the work of cutting and har- 
vesting. 
Every practical feeder of 


dairy cattle and young things knows 
the value of rowen as food for inilk 
production and growth. What is the 
matter of making rowen out of the 
whole of tho clover crop? 


The clover should be cut as soon 


as it Is -ro blossom. It cannot be cured 
as quickly, but it can be cured and 
we will be more sure to get a good 
second crop. 
Much of the feeding 


jralue- of the clover depends upon 
how the crop is managed after it Is 
cut and right here is where we find 
many practical farmers who fall to 
agree on how the clover should be 
handled, although they are all work- 
Ing with one object in view and that 
to cure it as quickly as they can and 
get the crop secured before unfavor- 
able weather delays tho work and 
ruins the feeding value of the hay.

to cut away from all hard and fast 
rules and do the best thing possible 
under the circumstances. 


The hay tedder is a necessity If we 


get our hay Into the barn in the best 
condition, and one days good sun and 
two teddings will do n;ore toward cur- 
Ins a crop of clover than two days ex- 
posure to the sun and weather, be- 
side when the clover Is cocked up 
and left there is but little danger 
from rainy weather unless it con- 
tinues for several days, arid even then 
the loss will be much less than it 
would be if the clover was left at 
when first cut in the rows tfs it was 
raked up. 
In handling timothy, or .mixed hay 


we cut in the forenoon, tedding and 
raking in the afternoon and cocking 
up along toward night and then open-

One of these 
well known and extensively used or- 
chard oil heaters, constructed on sci- 
entific principles, has a centerdraft 
tube that feeds oil to the flames, pro- 
motes combustion, and makes good 
use of the oil. 
The heater holds 


about 5 quarts of oil, will burn six 
or seven hours, is made of 28-gauge 
iron, and weighs.' with cover 1 3-4 
pounds. 
It stands 11 inches high. 


The cover is made to fit like a lard- 


pail lid. and is raised in the center j 
so as to sljed water. This heater has 
successfully stood the test of several 
years. 
It is successful because based 


on the principle that there is no need 
for great heat locally, but fnr numer- 
ous small fires well distributed. 
The 


small fires do not necessarily change 
the direction of the air draft, the ob- 
ject being to warm up the draft as 
it is pressed down from above by the 
settling of the colder air. and thus 
avoid the forming of cold spots or 
pools. 
Above the danger point the 


upper air strata are warmer, and usu- 
ally a few degrees of rise in tem- 
perature is all that is necessary for 
safety.

The aim of the Farmers' Co-opera- 


tive Demonstration Work, is to place 
a practical object lesson before the 
farm masses, illustrating the best and 
most profitable methods of producing 
the standard farm crops, and to se- 
cure such active participation in the 
demonstrations as to prove that the 
farmers can make a much larger 
average annual crop and secure a 
greater return for their toll. 


This work shows also that there Is 


no necessity for the general deterio- 
ration of farms and the too common 
poverty of the rural masses.

The demonstration 
work is con- 


ducted by a special agent who report: 
directly to the chief of the Bureau o; 
Plant Industry at Washington. D. C. 
The work now covers portions of li 
states, employing S75 traveling agent* 
and has many demonstration farms. 


The average farmer may contlnu< 


for years to believe he has the best 
seed of the several crops he pro- 
duces unless he la brought into direct 
public comparison and competition 
with other farmers, not In' an exhib- 
ition where prizes are to be awarded 
but In a. mere exhibit of what the 
farmers expect to plant without any 
assorting. 


The farmers In the First Congress- 


ional District In North Carolina, were 
invited to assemble in March, at cen- 
tral points and each bring about BO 
ears of the seed corn. they expected 
to plant These ears were arranged 
on a long table In the public square 
the owners name being conspicuously 
attached to each pile. Expert Judges 
were present to select and test. Some 
corn was'brought that tested less than 
45 per ceril of fertile grains. At the 
close of the meeting over 90 per cent 
olNthe corn samples went for stock 
feed and was replaced by a better 
variety or quality.

Do -not allow uny one to convince 


you that there Is only one way to rear 
little chicks successfully. Some meth- 
ods may be better than others but the 
fact Is that there are half a dozen 
methods, any one of which is as good 
as many of the others. 


Several tl;nes I have known some 


young and enthusiastic fancier to set 
out to show that feeding dry feed 
was better or worse than feeding moi- 
stened feed. 
In not a single instance 


has the trial proved anything. 


I was called upon to decide which 


of two flocks cf chicks were the best, 
after one of them had been brought 
up on moistened feed and the othery 
on dry feed exclusively, and I found 
it Impossible to detect any difference 
worth mentioning. In poi; t of eco- 
nomy there does not seem to be any 
difference. 


The result in my case has been that 


I feed dry feed all the time because 
it is easiest to do so. When chicks 
Lre fed dry feed there is no* mussy 
.vork of mixing mashes nor is there 
any fermented feed left over. 


The whole secret of rearing chicks 


successfully, as far as feeding is con- 
cerned, seems to be to see that they 
are kept full all the time- 


I rearer! a flock of chicks last sum- 


mer on wheat and rolled barley ex- 
clusively- The only feed beside these 
two grains they got was some green 
mustard tops and sprouted wheat, as 
green feed was exceedingly scarce. 


The mustard tops grev- up along an 


irrigation ditch and were fed to the 
chicks. No beef scraps, no milk, just 
wheat and barley. Most of tho time 
the chicks had sprouted wheat to dig 
fcjr. Wheat was scattered thickly, cov- 
ered lightly and the soli kept damp. 


To prevent the chicks from getting It 
too 50onr~»nd to prevent too rapid 
evaporation, the bed wa» covered ;With 
burlap sacks until the wheat began 
to throw up green sprouts. 


Then the chicks were turned on 


and they would eat nothing else aa 
long as they could have this wheat 
In the course of germination th» 
starch in the wheat is changed to su- 
gar of a sort which chicks like. ^ 


This process also partially digests 


the starch, making at easily digestibl* 
by the chicks. 
I think sprouted wheat, barley or 


oats make about the best combina- 
tion of green feed and grain that tha 
poultryman can use and they thrive 
beautifully on it 


Preferably, I feed cracked corn and 


cracked wheat for the first two weeks. 
At two weeks of age I begin to feed 
a. good quality of dried beef i acre* 
and always I keep grit charcoal ana 
clean water where the chicks can 
help themselves. 


If any' one tries to argue with m« 


that ground grains, moistened enough 
to make a thick dough. Is better than 
cracked grains, fed dry, I do not ar- 
gue tho case, because I do not believa 
it is worth while.-' 


On principle, I feed sound and 


sweet grain, because I would not want 
to eat musty feed myself. The chlcka 
that run at large around a farm yard 
pick up a lot of grain In the course 
,of the year that is anything but 
sound i.nd sweet but I haven't noticed 
that this interferes with their health. 


Feed often and feed plenty and th« 


chicks will do the rest 


An average of one pound of grain 


a week will supply a chick for th« 
first ten weeks of its life:

Th3 sweet potato nea-beetle is ai 


small, bronzed or brassy-brown shin- 
ing beetle, about ono^sixteenth of an 
Inch in length, very active, somewhat 
chunky, with deeply ridged or striated 
wing-covers, all these characters, ex- 
cept the general shape and bronzed 
color, requiring a magnifying glass to 
make out clearly. The hind legs of 
this beetle have tho thighs very much 
thickened or enlarged, so that It leaps 
as readily as it files, especially In the 
aunny part of the day. In tho early 
morning and evening and In wet or 
cold cloudy weather, it is less active 
and may bo readily taken on the 
leaves. 
In size, general appearance 


and mothods of motion. It resembles 
the flea-beetle of tho common or white 
potato, and it is supposed by some 
growers to be the same. It has to- 
tally different breeding and feeding 
habits, however, and the bronze color 
of tho swoot potato spoclos contrasts 
strongly with the dead black of the 
other. 


Theso beetles live through the'win- 


tor In rubbish, under logs, stones or 
among musses of lea.ves and other ve- 
getation, and specimens may be found 
at almost any time during that season 
by slftlnp such rubbish along the edge 
of woods, under fence rails, along 
roadsides nnd In similar places. 


When the weather' becomes really 


warm, these beetles leave their win- 
ter quarters and seek food. 


As soon as the plants ore set In tho 


field the beetles attack them and be- 
gin feeding. 
Their eating Is peculiar 


RAISING CALVES ON SKIM MILK 


In character and easily recognised. 
On either upper or under side they 
chew out narrow grooves or channels, 
at first close to and parallel with som» 
of the principal veins; later, when th« 
leaf has been pretty well eaten into. 
tire channels'- may run any way. This 
attack, made- as soon as the plant* 
are set out, and while they are suf- 
fering from the shock of transplant- 
Ing, causes the leaf to lose vitality, 
turn brown and die. If the -weather 
happens to be dry and hot the en- 
tire, plant dies, or if It does not takes 
hold so slowly that the hill never 
catches up and Is a poor one at 
harvest If the plant Is vigorous and 
weather conditions are right'It takes 
hold before the leaves have died, and 
after It ho* once made a start, soon 
gets beyond reach of tho insects. Ear- 
ly In June tho beetles begin to de- 
crease In number, and, as the bind- 
weeds aro by this time growing vig- 
orously, tho tendency on their part Is 
to forsake tho cultivated for the wild 
plants.

By tho middle of June tho beetles 


have 
practically 
disappeared 
and 


nothing more is seen of them until 
August, and then they are again 
found abundantly, not, ns a rule upon 
sweet potatoes, but upon the hedge 
and other bindweeds and wild morn- 
Ing glories, where tholr characterlstlo 
feeding can bo seen until October, al- 
though the beetles themselves disap- 
pear into winter quarters by. Mld- 
Septomber. 
Practically, the insect* 


disappear from the sweet potato field* 
about June 15th.

THE 


Beds of Geranium are exceedingly 


ornamental, provided they are kept 
in' 'tidy condition. This can only be 
done by keeping ail flower-trusses 
plcKfsd off.. If the faded flowers are 
allowed to remain I know of no plant 
that can take on a more unsightly, 
slovenly look. Of course all the buds 
in a truss do not develop at the same 
time and one does not like to destroy 
undeveloped flowers, but the clusters 
can be made to look clean and at- 
tractive by pulling awo.y from them 
all flowers that have passed their 
prime and taken on ' that draggled 
look which so detracts from the sight- 
ly appearance of everything else in 
the bod. 
Unless one has a great 


numbor of plants this can be done 
m a short time. It will "« fou"d 
much easier than going over the bed 
and cutting out all the faded flowers 
as sometimes advised.

Of course every one -knows how 


necessary -is a congenial atmosphere 
to our best efforts. 
With this in mind 


the wonder is'that some way has not 
been thought out'for bringing to the 
farm the wonderful inspirational for- 
ces which are active, in every country 
store throughout the land. For the 
truth is that nowhere else are per- 
formed such prodigious feats of farm- 
Ing as are achieved on any winter 
evening by the wise and busy groups 
there circled/around the great hot 
stove, or any Saturday on the side- 
walk In front of the store. Nothing 
is impossible to these willing workers 
aVid while it might be difficult to 
transfer this stimulating Influence to 
the farm, it certainly is worth trying. 
The results. If successful, would mean 
a tremendous gain in every branch 
of farming. 


In case of the steer ca:f which will

Ho is the calf which should 


have the corn and should have the 
fat-making foods.

He should be reared in just the op- 


posite direction, as compared with the 
heifer calf. It will not hurt the steer 
calf even to have his drink of skim 
milk when he is six or seven months 
old, if there is a surplus but skim 
milk cannot be utilized to as good 
advantage as in the case of the heifer. 


The best skim milk calves are those 


which are born in the fall of the year. 
Their young life is spent in a more 
favorable season. The milk they get 
as a rule will be in better condition 
than the milk which the spring calf 
will get. 


If you selecTnialry blood for your 
erd^ one of the things which should 


attract your attention when you make 
your final decision is the vitality of 
the breed you select. 


This lehows up particularly strong 


in the calf during the first few months 
of his life. Dairy breeds, as you know, 
are not all equal in .vitality. My ex- 
perience in raising calves on skim 
irrnk has been confined principally to 
the rearing of Kolstein calves. 


I want to say In this connection in 


our own herd a calf never sucked 
its mother and In this way, after ten 
or twelve years of breeding, tho suck- 
ing Instinct was largely bred out of 
the calves. These calves were easljy 
taught to drink.

Not all of the success of rearing 


skim milk calves depends upon the 
feed or upon the breed. Very much 
indeed depends upon the care of the 
calf, and feed without proper shel- 
ter will avail but little. ,, 


The calf must be made comfortable 


In warm as well as cold weather. If 
he is not failure will result. 
Let your 


feeding arrangement ba such Njthat 
each calf get his share. 


Do not, as I have seen on many 


farms, pour the milk intq a tub or 
a trough and let the calf fight for 
his share. There Is no chance for 
disagreement on this point. This is 
not feeding. 


It will be found advisable summer 


or winter to arrange that each calf 
can get his Individual share of the 
food, in a yard In the summer time, 
or in a pen in the winter. 


If you have plenty of time it will 


be found advisable to tie each calf 
at each feeding. 
Tie around each 


calf's neck a ring two inches in dia- 
melfer with a light rope. 


Give each calf a place at a post and 


staple to the post two feet above tho 
ground a_j»6pe not more than eight 
or ten inches long with a swivel snap 
In the end. 
Have these ropes far enough apart 


to prevent the calves from reaching 
each other and you^will htive no trou- 
ble from the calves sucking one an- 
other's noses or ears. Keep the calves 
tied until the milk Is licked from their 
chop.- and noses. 


If the calves be of'about equal size 


they ma/ be turned loose to a trough 
In which is the grain food. 


Do not permit calves four months 


old to be loose In the same pen with 
calves two weeks old. Separate the 
calves Into pens according to age and 
size.

Under this plan of handling calve" 


there is nothing which will prevent | 
a' careful farmer from rearing the 
best skim : illk calf, but it involves 
more labor and more patience than 
many farmers can spare or afford. 


Time is money on the dairy farm 


just the same as In the factory.

farmer who Is rearing a half dozen ' 
calves per year can't afford to be 
without stanchions. They are as nec- 
essary in feeding calves as is an 'im- 
proved stall In makln~ -the dairy cow 
comfortable. 


Every farmer knows wjiat a. stan- 


chion Is and these can be built out 
of scrap lumber on a bad day at'very 
llttle.'cost. 


If calves aro fed in an open pen 


in summer time I would build a stan- 
chion in the lot. I would also have 
a set built in the calf barn. 


Stanchions are not ao expensive but 


waflt the farmer can afford two sets. 
At-meal time each calf will have his 
head In the stanchion and the calf 
wojting to be fastened. 


The feeder closepfihe stanchion and 


th^ calf is secure. The feed is given 
the calf according to his requirements 
and desires <*t the feeder. 


If the calf is a slow eater it is not 


molested by the greedy calf next to 
him. 
Stanchions on the dairy farm 


will 
expedite greatly and overcome 


many of ths obstacles and disagree- 
able things In feeding calves.
